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Carter signs 
minimum pay 
increase bill 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Carter today signed legislation raising 
the minimum wage to $3.35 an hour by 
1981 — a $1 05 increase and the biggest in 
history. 
Carter conceded during a White House 
signing ceremony the legislation might 
contribute to inflation and unemploy­ 
ment. but insisted it would be good for 
the economy and millions of low wage 
workers. 
Government officials estimate the bill, 
providing an initial raise to $2.65 next 
Jan 1. will put an additional $9 billion 
into the pockets of some 5 3 million 
American workers over the next four 
years. 


The bill represented a major victory 
for organized labor Never before has 
Congress approved a minimum wage in­ 
crease as big as $1.05 an hour 


AFL-CIO President George Meany, 
who attended the first minimum wage 
bill signing in 1939, expressed the 
gratitude of the minimum wage workers 
— most of whom do not belong to his 


federation 
“ This is a great day for people on the 
lowest rung of our economic ladder,” 
echoed Sen Harrison William, D-N J 


Carter noted that big business always 
opposes minimum wage increases on 
grounds they will be inflationary and 
contribute to unemployment 
'Again 
there are predictions there will be an 
adverse affect on inflation,” he said 


“ There will be some slight increase in 
inflation perhaps and some people 
perhaps might not gain a job that they 
would have otherwise But the overall 
impact of this bill is good.” 


Labor Department analysts predicted 
4 3 million persons would enjoy in­ 
creased wages totaling $2 6 billion from 
the initial 35-cent-an-hour 
increase 
provided in the bill next year. 


Subsequent increases promise $2 90 an 
hour in 1979, $3 10 in 1980 and $3.35 in 1981 
-- affecting another 1 million workers at 
a cost of $6 3 billion over a three year 
period

Vibration tests 
major step for 
next 
shuttle

Another possible shuttle orbiter free 
flight test has been scrapped and it is full 
speed ahead for the next major testing 
phase - vibration tests — in preparation 
for the first orbiter launch hopefully in 
the spring of 1979 
National Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
ministration officials have decided not to 
fly a sixth free flight which they con­ 
sidered after the rough orbiter landing 
during the fifth free flight last Wednes­ 
day 
the two-minute flight experienced 
much less drag than expected and was 
about 25 miles per hour faster than its 
planned landing speed when it descended 
on the concrete runway at Edwards 
AFB. 
Orbiter pilot Fred Haise ex­ 
perienced some control problems and 
the 75-ton airship bounced twice and 
rolled sharply betore it leveled out for 
the touchdown 
“ He was a little bit hot (fasti,“ ex­ 
plained 
NASA 
spokesman 
Ralph 
Jackson, "and when you’re fast the air­ 
plane lands when it wants to 
“ It ’s also a big vehicle," noted 


Jackson, a former pilot himself, “ so 
when it gets near the ground, it hits that 
ground e f f e c t G r o u n d effect is a 
cushion of air near ground level that 
gives larger airplanes added lift. 
Jackson said all the necessary tests 
were completed so NASA officials dis­ 
missed a possible sixth flight 
"We were very happy with everything 
about the Approach and Landing Tests 
They worked so well, we were able to 
combine eight flights into five We found 
once we started flying, we were able to 
get a lot more data than anticipated ” 
NASA officials plan to reattach the 
streamlined tailcone to the orbifer 
Enterprise sometime tomorrow airtl 
remate the 747 carrier craft and the or- 
biter about a week later in time for four 
ferrv test flights at Edwards 
NASA will examine the mated duo

The wider angle increased drag, 
thus giving the orbiter added lift neces­

The three-degree angle will decrease 
drag and allow a longer flight range and 
smoother transport of the orbiter

apparently 
insignificant 
compared to some of the more elaborate 
space shuttle tests, the ferry trials are 
important, Jackson pointed out. because 
throughout the shuttle operation, the or- 
biters will be ferried from landing strips 
to launch sites.

The STA is a 
full-scale orbiter in assembly now 
Green concurred it is possible some

Green said orbiter vehicle 102. on line 
to be the first off the launch pad, is "fair­ 
ly close to its production schedule,” 
about a quarter to one-third finished He 
said all the parts should arrive within the 
next two to three months to allow com­ 
pletion at Rockwell facilities in Palm ­ 
dale. roughly by fall, 1978.

Ex-CIA head 
awaiting 
sentence 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Former CIA 
Director Richard Helms today awaited 
his sentence — likely a fine with no jail 
term — for covering up 1970 covert 
political operations in Chile. 
Because a trial might "jeopardize 
national secrets," Helms was allowed to 
plead no contest Monday to two mis­ 
demeanor counts of failing to give the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee the 
complete facts in 1973 
U S District Judge Barrington Parker 
was believed preparing to sentence 
Helms in a day or two. Assistant At­ 
torney General Benjam in C iviletti 
revealed Parker had refused to bind 
himself to the plea agreement and could 
impose a jail sentence if he so decided 
The charge said Helms on two occa­ 
sions “ did refuse and fail" to give the 
committee full facts about CIA efforts to 
prevent the election of Chile’s late Marx­ 
ist president, Salvador Allende, in 1970 
Facts turned up later revealed the CIA 
funded and engaged in propaganda and 
directly and indirectly financed various 
Chilean individuals and groups opposing 
Allende’s campaign, the Justice Depart­ 
ment said. 
The department recommended that 
Helms, also former ambassador to Iran, 
get a suspended minimum sentence and 
fine in exchange for entering a plea that 
means no trial will take place. 
“ The trial of this case would involve 
tremendous costs to the United States 
and might jeopardize national secrets." 
the department said, in explaining its 
decision not to charge Helms with 
perjury 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — To speed 
compromise efforts and try to end an im­ 
passe on gas-guzzling cars. House and 
Senate negotiators agreed today on an 
unusual double-track conference on 
energy legislation 
Senate 
Democratic 
Leader Robert 
Byrd said the House leadership agreed to 
work simultaneously, in separate con­ 
ferences, on the tax and non-tax portions 
of the congressional energy package 
At the same time, the House-Senate 
conference committee on energy conser­ 
vation agreed to have an eventual joint 
conference with tax and non-tax 
negotiators to work out how to regulate 
autos' consumption of gasoline 
The problem arose because of the un­ 
usual status of energy legislation The 
House passed one big bill with tax and 
nontax provisions 
The Senate passed 
five separate bills 
The conference committee is supposed 
to work out the differences between the 
versions. Originally, it was felt the dif­ 
ferent conferences would work, one after 
another, until the whole job was finished 
But Congress has fallen far behind 
schedule and Byrd said today he and 
Speaker Thomas O’Neill agreed on a 
simultaneous attack to get "the end 
product expedited .” 


They agreed that the House could 
divide up their group of conferees into 
two groups One of them, headed by 
Ways and Means Committee Chairman 
Al Ullrnan will work on taxes with the 
Senate’s tax conferees 


The rest of the House conferees would 
continue efforts on the other four issues 
still to be resolved in the conference. 
The auto regulation is another issue 
altogether The conferees on energy con­ 
servation reached a deadlock on whether 
to ban the worst of the fuel-wasteful cars 
or just to tax them The House has voted 
a tax and the Senate did not The Senate 
voted a ban and the House did not. 
Today, the conference decided to get 


its staffs together on both issues at once, 
and then later to convene a conference of 
both tax and non-tax membership, to set­

By SUE EDELMAN 
Staff w riter 
Suspension from school may 
prove more a vacation than a 
punishment when Gary H art's 
Assembly Bill 530 takes effect 
in 1978 
A key change it will bring 
about in Lompoc schools is to 
allow suspended students to 
make up all assignments and 
tests missed and be given full 
credit for the makeup work 
" It’s taking the teeth out of 
th e 
s u s p e n s io n 
l a w , ” 
Vandenberg Junior High Prin­ 
cipal Bill Williams said. “ For 
those youngsters you use the 
law for, it should have teeth.” 
Current district policy states 
that no credit be granted the 
student on suspension, though 
students are encouraged to 
keep up with classwork 
With students able to receive 
full credit for work missed. “ I 
don’t see much punishm ent 
there." Lompoc Junior High 
Principal Robert Mott said 
The credit allowance “ will 
make a philosophical change in 
WHY we make suspensions,”

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Liquid protein dieters' 
deaths looked into by feds

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
government has started an in­ 
v e stig atio n into re p o rts of 
several deaths among persons 
using the popular predigested 
liquid protein diets, it was 
learned today. 
The d e a th s, w hich m ay 
number as many as 11, have not 
been confirmed as being direct­ 
ly linked to the diet fad, but the 
Food and Drug Administration 
said it is working with the 
Center for Disease Control to 
check m edical records and 
autopsy reports, if any, to see if 
there is a link between the diets 
and deaths. 
In som e cases, an FDA 
spokesman said, the agency has 
been inform ed d irectly of 
suspected problems from the 
diet. Other cases under investi- 
g a tio n 
w e re 
r e p o r t e d 
elsewhere, it said. 
One case was reported by a 
doctor who had a relativ e 
whose death was supposedly 
linked to the diet, the agency 
said. “ We are working with the 
CDC to investigate reports of 


several deaths associated with 
liquid protein diets,” the FDA 
said 
In recent weeks the FDA has 
announced tw o re c a lls of 
predigested liquid protein pro­ 
ducts b e ca u se th ey w ere 
packaged in bottles that were 
d e fec tiv e and could have 
caused bacterial growth. 


At the same time the agency 
has been saying it questions the 
validity of the d iet to do 
anything more than a simple 
restriction of caloric intake 
would accomplish. It also said 
it is concerned about persons 
using the diet without medical 
supervision 


“ This has a ra th e r high 
priority at FDA right now,” the 
spokesman said of the agency's 
overall investigation into the 
products, their labeling and the 
c laims made for them “ We are 
extremely concerned 
“ We rem ain concerned about 
the use of these p ro d u cts 
without medical supervision.” 
he said, adding that research is 


going on and if a usefulness for 
the diet is proven it would 
probably be "prim arily for the 
m anagem ent of ex trem ely 
obese people 
under stric t 
medical supervision.” 
The agency said there is now 
no scientific evidence that 
liquid protein diets have any 
value in weight reduction “ over 
any other diet which involves 
the sam e amount of calories ” 


“ W e're not saying there have 
been or have not been deaths.” 
the spokesman added 
Even­ 
tually, he said, state health 
departm ents may be asked to 
cooperate. 
In addition, the FDA is in­ 
volved in a continuing investi­ 
gation of the booming liquid 
protein m arket to make sure 
the p ro d u cts m aintain the 
quality required by law 
Some doctors have said one 
potential danger from the diets 
under unsupervised conditions 
could be a reduced level of 
potassium, which can result in 
an irregular heartbeat.

Public may decide 
wine label battle 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) 
The wine industry today chal­ 
lenged the federal government 
to let a battle over labeling be 
settled by the increasingly 
educated lips of American wine 
drinkers 


The challenge, described by 
industry spokesmen as the most 
significant wine labeling rules 
proposed “ in over half a cen­ 
tury,” cam e at the start of a 
th re e -d a y h e arin g by the 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearm s 


In essence, the proposal by 
the Wine Institute would ban 
the government from compell­ 
ing vintners to list percentages 
of different grapes on a bottle 


“We don’t want a situation in 
which the government, in ef­ 
fect, becomes the arbiter of 
taste.” said John De Luca, 
p resident of the in stitu te , 
which represents 245 wineries 
“The palate of the American 
consumer should decide,” he 
said 
De Luca said bureaucratic 
action placing em phasis on 
“ percentages" would encroach 
on the secret blends and arts of 
winemaking, in which m ixtures 
might vary from fixed govern­ 
ment requirem ents 
“ Quality cannot be insured 
‘by the num bers.” ' said George 
Vare Jr., chairm an of the in­ 
stitute's com m ittee on laws and 
regulations

Judith Mears. counsel for the 
parents — two sets of mothers 
and fathers and a divorced 
m other, whose nam es have 
been shielded by the court — 


said the parents believed the 
guardians would serve to “ en­ 
sure both fairness to all parties 
and the appearance of fairnes- 
s.’’ 
The girls range in age from 12 
to 15 Two are certified blind 
and deaf, the other has limited 
vision and is deaf 
They are 
named in the court papers as 
Diamond. Ruby and Pearl 
They live at a private school 
during the week and go home on 
weekends The girls barely are 
able to care for them selves 
They cannot put their clothes on 
correctly unless they are given 
them in the proper order 
The parents asked the court 
to order the University of Con­ 
n e c tic u t's John 
D em psey 
Hospital in Farm ington to per­ 
form the operations, but the 
hospital declined out of fear of

SAN DIEGO (U P I) — Aliens who sneak into the United States 
from Mexico carry knives now in place of the tortillas of years 
ago because of fears for their own safety 
The change is a product of robberies and killings of the aliens 
themselves, regarded by authorities as easy prey for bandits 
“ Most of these people have a fear of everything.” Marina 
Sanchez of the North County Chicano Federation said Monday 
“They're afraid of the Border Patrol, they’re afraid of rob­ 
bers because they carry so much money They’re afraid of be­ 
ing killed because they have nothing to defend themselves with 
and they're afraid of being out in public where they might be 
picked up ” 
As she spoke, sheriff's homicide detectives investigated the 
fatal stabbing of Jose G Garcia. 19, an alien who died Sunday 
from stab wounds suffered near a machine shop where he 
worked 
He was believed to be the 12th illegal alien killed in northern 
San Diego County this year Detectives said robbery was the ap­ 
parent motive for the stabbing 
Two of the other victims were found dead in farm fields, and 
at least five of the slayings resulted from attem pted robberies, 
authorities said 
The habit of aliens of carrying their money with them made 
them prey for bandits, investigators said. 
“ A lot of workers go home in December, so rather than send 
it home, they carry it with them, planning to take it home when 
they go.” said Ms Sanchez 
" It’s easier to hit up an illegal alien for $300 to $400 than it is 
to hit a store for only $50 ” 
She also said many aliens working on farm s sleep away from 
their camps so they can distinguish between sounds 
R ichard M 
C astaneda, a Carlsbad police detective, 
elaborated 
“ They sleep lightly, afraid that at any moment they will be 
assaulted and robbed Every tim e a car goes by. they want to 
know who is there ” 
Departing from past practices, the aliens now carry small 
knives of a type used in packing produce, he said The knives fit 
on the fingers and serve as cutting weapons in fights 
Ms Sanchez also reported seeing some farm workers learn­ 
ing karate and making weapons from shovel handles linked by 
chains.

I am 
appalled at the lack of knowledge 
about nutrition that I sometimes run 
into, particularly when one realizes 
the wealth of available information 


A good source is your local home 
extension agency which can be 
found in your phone book or by ask­ 
ing the information operator TTieir 
booklets are free of charge and 
cover not only nutrition but provide 
all sorts of information on a variety 
of subjects They will supply a list of 
the booklets available when 
requested 


Many packaged foods now carry 
nutrition labeling Where this is not 
available, write directly to the 
manufacturer The address is listed 
on the label and most large food 
companies will provide nutrition in­ 
formation about their products. A 
caution is in order Where the label 
reads 
fat" or “ vegetable fat or 
oil.” it is more often than not 
coconut or palm oil, both of which 
are higher in cholesterol than but- 
terfat 
Diabetics or those preparing 
meals for diabetics are often 


frustrated and find it difficult to 
prepare tempting and attractive dis­ 
hes They may be able to get the 
help they need in the cookbook, 
“ Diabetic Cooking Made Easy,” 
which is available for $3 95 by 
writing to the American Diabetics 
Association, Inc . 600 Fifth Avenue. 
New York. New York 10020 They 
have just revised “ Exchange Lists 
for Meal Planning" and this can also 
be purchased from them for 50 
cents But allow four to six weeks 
for delivery 
For those retired and living on 
reduced incomes, a booklet is 
available by writing to the Supt. of 
Documents, Government Printing 
Office.

Both backs have the speed to turn the corner and zoom upfield for big chunks 
of yardage And neither one is afraid to go inside when the tough yard is 
needed 
As of last week Fridrich and Barmer were ranked 1-2 in the Northern League 
rushing department 
Fridrich added 155 yards to his total of 934, pushing him over the 1,000 yard 
mark with two games left 
Fridrich has gained 1,089 yards in 138 carries and has scored 10 touchdowns. 
Barmer who was cruising along at the same pace, bruised a kneecap against 
Arroyo Grande a week ago and had to watch from the sidelines as the Conqs 
lost to Santa Maria.

But even though Barmer did not see any action he still is in the No 2 spot 
with 903 yards in 117 carries and nine touchdowns 
Rick Cramer from San Luis Obispo is a distant third with 654 yards in 103

In the passing department. Charlie Deeds from San Luis is making a 
mockery of the league 
Through seven games the left-hander has completed 75 of 152 attempts for

At the World Series, baseball executives were explaining 
why it’s so difficult to compete with team s like the Los 
Angeles Dodgers. 
The O’Malley gang figures to clear a 
profit of $9 million on its operation this year.

DEAR F*OLLY—I would like to share the way I keep 
flowers brought in from my garden for a longer time. I 
always cut them in the early morning or in Die evening 
after the sun goes down and put them in water as they are 
cut. When ready to arrange the flowers 1 cut each stem on 
an angle, remove all leaves below the water line, put warm 
water in the container and add an aspirin Always keep a 
flower arrangement out of the direct sunlight and change 
the water about every three days and always add an 
aspirin to the fresh warm water. — JEAN S.

Cable TV unleashed 


The U.S. Supreme Court 
makes as much law by the 
cases it chooses not to hear as 
by those on which it hands 
down decisions. 


Early in October, the court 
declined to review a ruling 
made last March by the U.S. 
Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia in the 
matter of the Federal Com­ 
m unications 
Commission 
versus Home Box Office. The 
action — or non-action — could 
have far reaching effects on 
the kind of television program­ 
ming available to Americans 
in years to come. 


The decision by the Court of 
Appeals was the culmination 
of a long-running battle 
between commercial televi­ 
sion broadcasters and the 
cable television industry, 
between so-called free TV and 
pay TV with the FCC in the 
middle. 
At issue were the FCC’s 
regulations limiting movies 
and sports events which could 
be shown on cable television. 
Cablecasters were prohibited, 
for example, from showing 
any film between three and 10 
years old. as well as many 
major sports events, even 
those not broadcast by com­ 
mercial television. 
The three-judge appeals 
panel found unanimously that 


there was no evidence that 
cable 
te le visio n would 
adversely affect either the 
public interest or over-the-air 
television; that the FCC had 
no statutory authority to 
regulate pay cable TV; and 
that its restrictions violated 
the medium’s First Amend­ 
ment right of free speech. 
Will pay cable now proceed 
to “ siphon off” events such as 
the World Series or the Super 
Bowl which Americans now 
watch for free, as the com­ 
mercial broadcasters have 
warned from the beginning? 
In testimony before a Senate 
subcommittee this summer, 
spokesmen for the cable 
television industry said they 
had no intention of doing so. 
In any event, nothing is go­ 
ing to change very much very 
quickly. For one thing, 
although some 3,000 cable TV 
systems currently serve near­ 
ly 12 million homes around the 
country, the industry is still up 
against commercial T V ’s 
enormous bidding power and 
what the cablecasters charge 
is the networks’ contractual 
“ lock’’ on new movies. 
And should there be adverse 
effects, there is nothing to pre­ 
vent Congress from enacting 
legislation to protect free TV.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson and Les W hitten 
White clouds over Pa. town 


SH IPPIN G PORT, Pa 
- Heading 
north along the winding highway that the 
townspeople call Green Garden Road, 
you can see white cotton clouds hanging 
low over the mountains TTie tranquil 
scene is not, however, entirely the work 
of nature. The clouds originate from six 
mammoth, cylindrical 
cooling towers that 
rise from the banks of 
the Ohio River like 
idols to the gods of 
energy 
Superheated vapors 
from the nuclear 
works below form the 
clouds which appear 
so white and innocent 
But they hang over 
Shippingport, Pa., like 
a pall. Beneath them 
is a dying town con­ 
taminated by a deadly white dust of lead, 
cadmium, chromium and iron and an 
even more deadly irradiated mist 
Twenty years ago, Shippingport was a 
pastoral farming community Then, in 
1953, the Atomic Energy Commission 
selected the virgin riverbank as the site 
for the nation’s first pressurized water 
nuclear reactor The bank has now been 
transformed into a series of booming, 
w h irrin g energy com pounds, a 
Disneyland of futuristic domes, cones, 
reactors, grids and transmission lines, 
like a scene from “ Star W ars" 
The nuclear works, endowed by the 
federal government, is operated by a 
consortium of power companies known 
by the acronym CAPCO The five com­ 
panies — Duquesne Light, Pennsylvania 
Power. Ohio Edison, Cleveland Electric 
and Toledo Edison — provide electricity 
for some seven million consumers. But it 
is the Shippingport townsfolk who bear 
the environmental burden. 
Out of the CAPCO compounds, with 
their cooling towers and 950-foot coal 
desulfurization chimney, comes the 
deadly fallout — the mineral dust and 
irradiated mist that rain down upon the 
community We were shown calcium sul­ 
fate chunks the size of pie plates, which 
fell like flying saucers upon the 
countryside In the few months since our 
investigation began, we have also 
documented spillages of contaminated 
water of more than 9,000 gallons. 
The Shippingport people are frightened 
and alarmed Residents have filed a law­ 
suit against CAPCO They charge that 
the power plants have disrupted their 
lives, ruined their property and 
destroyed the peaceful aura of their 
beloved Beaver Valley Property values 
have plummeted 40 percent; no one will 
touch the land near the nuclear site. 
Others fear a lingering, invisible death 
from the radiation There are tales of 
birds that walk backwards. Local 
hunters complain that the lush foliage 
along the riverbank has turned brown 
and sickly The deer long ago abandoned 
their former haunts 
We found the power companies to be 
arrogant and secretive. The haze from 
the coal plants can be seen, but the gases 
that seep out of the plants and the 
tritium that seeps into the tap water are 
more difficult to detect 
Last July, a technician misaligned two 
valves, releasing 9.000 gallons of water 
contaminated by tritium It gushed out of 
holding tanks and poured into the Ohio 
Duquesne officials dutifully reported the 
spillage, as required by law. to the 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission in 
Washington But they neglected to warn 
the townspeople in Midland, a mile

Had the company bothered to notify 
the town, says the mayor, the river 
water intake flows could have been 
closed 
Instead, an immeasurable 
amount of irradiated water flowed into 
the town’s water system. 
A month earlier, a 25,000 gallon tank of 
drinking water was contaminated Com­ 
pany officials assured us that the con­ 
tamination was "well within federal 
drinking limits.” Yet workers at the 
power station were cautioned against us­ 
ing the water until the tank could be 
flushed 
Dr. Ernest J. Stemglass, an animated, 
bespectacled professor of radiological 
physics at the University of Pittsburgh, 
has been tilting with the giant CAPCO 
for more than a decade With painstak­ 
ing dedication, he has documented some 
alarming levels of radiation in the Ship­ 
pingport area He has also correlated his 
findings with an unexplained rise in in­ 
fant mortality and cancer rates in 
Beaver Valley. 
CAPCO has spent a small fortune to 
discredit Stemglass’s 
research 
The 
power companies maintain that the 
radiation counts are no higher than the 
normal background radiation left over

from past nuclear testing. 
But now, the professor’s suspicions are 
borne out by an investigation by the 
General Accounting Office. A new report 
raises serious doubts about the 
reliability of the federal government’s 
radiation monitoring programs. 
What the future holds for Shippingport 
is uncertain. Duquesne Light has 
requested permission to triple the size os 
its nuclear waste storage. But 30 miles 
away, Pittsburgh city officials have ob­ 
tained a court order forbidding the con­ 
struction. Meanwhile, the deathly pall 
still hangs over Beaver Valley. 
Footnote: A spokesman for Duquesne 
Light met with our associate Howard 
Rosenberg at the nuclear works The 
company refused to allow Rosenberg to 
tour the facilities because of "security 
restrictions." The spokesman assured 
him, 
nevertheless, that adequate 
safeguards were in effect. A Penn­ 
sylvania Power official said the “ white 
rain" from the 950-foot chimney was un­ 
der control 
A spokesman for the 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission con­ 
ceded that the operating history of the 
first Beaver Valley plant was “ pretty 
rotten," but insisted “ that's common un­ 
til the bugs get worked out." 


Dry your tears! 


You read it in the news recently, the 
mother of two small children being con­ 
victed of welfare fraud. She pleaded 
guilty of cashing overpayment checks 
from the welfare department. 
Does the story tug at your heart? 
After all, some readers, may reason, a 
m other w ith two 
children to feed and an 
uncertain income, is 
vulnerable to an unex­ 
pected welfare check 
In this case, there 
was an additional fac­ 
tor The father of one 
of the children stayed 
off and on in the home 
without that fact being 
rep o rted 
to 
the 
welfare people. Most 
everyone can unders­ 
tand that. After all, 
everyone, the mother included needs the 
mind of emotional support that can come 
from a mate in the home. 
But hold on before too many tears are 
shed 
None of us needs to be swayed to the 
extent of overlooking the fact that a 
crime has been committed. That fact 
was driven home last week by Neil Fet­ 
ter supervisor of the special investiga­ 
tion section of the county welfare depart­ 
ment 
“ When a person applies for welfare, 
we make it clear through documents that 
have to be signed and through counsel­ 
ing, just what is required under the 
law," Fetter said Friday. “ There can be 
no misunderstanding what’s required of 
a welfare recipient.’’ 
It follows then, according to Fetter, 
that when a welfare recipient, usually a 
woman with children, cashes an over­ 
payment check, or continues to accept 
welfare money even with an unreported 
spouse living in the home, she knows 
beyond a shadow of a doubt that she is 
breaking the law 
She probably also 
knows she’s going to have to pay the 
piper, so to speak, although that fact 
may not be so firmly established in her 
mind 
Welfare is big business, nearly 880,000 
a day in Santa Barbara County, counting 
food stamps, and possibly for that reason 
and others the program has attracted the 
dishonest 
Welfare fraud is broken down ac­ 
cording to specific type unrelated adult 
male in the home; absent parent in the 
home, earned income not reported, 
other income such as social security, un­ 
employment or veterans benefits not 
reported 
child support payments not 
reported; a child out of the home and 
support payments received; misuse of 
funds, forgery; unrelated adult male 
contributions received and not reported, 
unreported employment, out of the area 
for a time not reporting it; unreported 
property, misuse of food stamps and 
finally, miscellaneous. 
Most common of the cases that have 
been successfully prosecuted by the dis­ 
trict attorney during 1977 in Lompoc and 
Santa Maria, are those for earning 
money without reporting it (four); ab­ 


sent parent in the home (three) and one 
case each of children out of the home and 
claiming aid for child not her own. 
To give some idea of the severity of the 
individual cases, the following amounts 
figured in those cases: 81.165; 81.491; 
83 524; 81,351; 81.047; 82.000 ; 81.855; 
87.500; $2.179; 81.604 
Judges order restitution in almost all 
cases. That fact can be tough on a 
woman (and most of the cases involve 
women), who may be restricted to the 
employment fields of restaurant or 
domestic, or sales 
But the easiest individuals to condemn 
are those accused of forgery or some 
other example of calculated deception 
Forgery is when an individual cashes a 
welfare check made out to another, thus, 
in fact forging someone else's signature 
in order to cash the check. 
Another category also involves 
forgery, but it also includes other decep­ 
tions Fetter told of the case involving 
the woman who received welfare aid 
from both Santa Barbara and Ventura 
counties over two periods totaling 18 
months The woman was using an Ox­ 
nard address to apply for welfare 
benefits from Ventura County. At the 
same time she had applied for and was 
receiving welfare aid from Santa Bar­ 
bara County. Investigators found a 
woman at the Oxnard address used by 
the Santa Barbara woman was also using 
the Santa Barbara woman’s address to 
collect welfare aid from Santa Barbara 
County. That case is going through the 
courts now 
Most welfare fraud cases, particularly 
those involving mothers and children are 
prosecuted as misdemeanors but they 
could as well be filed as felonies 
There is a sober catch to all this that is 
coming to light When a judge imposes 
sentence, he may frequently say, a year 
in county jail suspended for three years. 
Then he’ll order restitution and place the 
woman on probation. 
A few days ago, one woman was 
arrested for violating probation by com­ 
mitting another act of welfare fraud It 
will come as a shock if she has to go to 
jail for a year, children or not Of course 
the threat of having to serve the original 
time of the sentence hangs over the head 
of every person on probation

Washington Calling by 


Marquis Childs 
The Bakke 
case 


WASHINGTON - If nothing really 
new can be said about the Bakke case it 
is an achievement to show the sequence 
in time involved in what is the most im­ 
portant issue to come before the 
Supreme Court for many years. The 30 
years since the beginning of desegrega­ 
tion m ust be set 
against the more than 
200 years when the 
black was enslaved, 
degraded and even in 
“ freedom” given at 
best 
second-class 
citizenship. 
This is the achieve­ 
ment of McGeorge 
Bundy in what, in the 
opinion 
of 
th is 
observer, is the most 
powerful and per­ 
suasive polemic thus 
far in the case of reverse discrimination. 
Writing in the Atlantic Monthly, Bundy 
underscores the fundamental fact: for 
all the progress in the last 30 to 40 years 
blacks are still disadvantaged to a 
serious degree in achieving equal oppor­ 
tunity. 
The case comes to the court on the 
challenge of Alan Bakke that he was 
denied admission to the University of 
California medical school at Davis while 
blacks with lower test scores filled 16 
places reserved for minority applicants. 
Thus the charge is that a white man was 
discrim inated against in favor of 
minority entrants with lower standards. 
In 1968 — the last year before special 
admissions began to be significant — 
Bundy points out, 211 blacks were 
enrolled in white medical schools. This 
was only 6 percent of the total enroll­ 
ment although blacks are about 12 per­ 
cent of the population. As a result of a 
nationwide 10-year effort, some 3,000 
blacks. 5 percent of the total, are in 
white medical schools. 
“ It is an extraordinary transfor­ 
mation," Bundy writes. “ And what most 
closer observers believe is that if these 
same mainly white medical schools were 
driven back to ‘racially neutral’ admis­ 
sions. the number of blacks would slide 
back close to where it was in 1968 A 
parallel impact would be felt in other 
professional schools and colleges 
“ The consequences of such a 
backsliding, both to the aspirations of 
racial minorities and to the honorable ef­ 
forts of whites, are mildly described by 
the word catastrophic. The message 
would go out. to something like one-sixth 
of our nation, that all the words since 
Brown (the initial school desegregation 
case decided by a unanimous court in 
1954) are hollow — that the educational 
doors are to be neutrally open, but only 
to an overcrowded staircase on which 
nearly all of those with a head start will 
be white.” 
Bundy also makes plan how slender is 
the hold the Supreme Court has on such a 
far-reaching issue, which transcends the 
criterion of constitutionality. It belongs 
in a much larger context, perhaps the 
Congress which approved the affir­ 
mative action program designed to 
enlarge employment opportunities for 
minorities. 
In light of the conflicting emotions sur­ 
ging around the Bakke case observers 
believe the court may decide it on a 
narrow point of law or they could refer it 
back to the California courts for further 
action at the state level The case came 
to the high court on appeal form a deci­ 
sion for Bakke in the California state 
supreme court. 
Either course would leave the whole 
question in limbo for an indefinite time 
and thereby increase the emotional pres­ 
sures A divided court could also throw 
doubt on the choice between a racially 
neutral admissions policy and one which 
grants a special status to minorities in 
light of their disadvantages in school and 
home And that is not impossible given 
the frequency with which Nixon- 
appointed justices and others of the nine 
differ. 
A former Harvard dean and national 
security adviser to Presidents John F. 
Kennedy and Lyndon Johnson, Bundy has 
been president of the Ford Foundation 
since 1966. Under his direction the foun­ 
dation has put at least 40 percent of its 
grants into minority programs, most of 
them in education. This could amount to 
as much as 835 million a year at the 
current grant level. 
As with almost everyone who has com­ 
mented on the case. Bundy says that no 
one is arguing for the admission of the 
unqualified Whatever is selective, he 
writes, will always be imperfectly 
equitable, but in the absence of a per­ 
suasive showing of any grave or general 
damage to basic constitutional rights it 
would seem genuinely tragic to block 
this great new effort at racial fairness 
just as it begins 
Not since the Pentagon papers case in 
1971 has the Supreme Court been at the 
storm center of opinion In that case, in­ 
volving the right of the government to 
prevent publication of papers allegedly 
jeopardizing national security, the court 
divided six-to-three affirmatively with 
each justice writing a separate opinion 
Then as now, long lines outside the mar­ 
ble temple in which the court sits testify 
to the intense concern over what the 
decision may be
